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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 9-1 1 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art-- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of the Group II invention in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-3 are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the iBvention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 4-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP '234. 
The hollow tubular shaft or core 21 of the EP document, Fig. 3, includes cutout portions or 
notches at least on one edge thereof to engage the projection on the drive shaft 19. 

5. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over either of Duncan, 
Buhrman et al or Schoeck. All of Duncan, Buhrman et al and Schoeck disclose cores having 
material wound thereon and that include a plurality of notches formed in one or both of the ends 
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or edges of the core shafts, note the notches formed between projections 10 of Duncan, notches 
42 of Buhrman et al and 12, 14 of Schoeck to positively connect to a drive. The particular type 
of material wound on the cores of Duncan, Buhrman et al or Schoeck would have been an 
obvious design consideration to one of ordinary skill in the art since many different types of 
flexible, elongated materials could have been wound on these cores, including thermally fusible 
packaging paper. No unobvious result is attained by winding one type of material in lieu of 
another for subsequent delivery to a use station. 

6. Claims 4-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either of 
Oilman or Kewin. Both Oilman and Kewin disclose cores having material wound thereon and 
which include notches that do not extend to the outer peripheral surface of the cores, note 
notches 30, 32 of Kewin and 10 of Oilman. Again the particular type of material wound on the 
cores of either of Kewin or Oilman would have been obvious for the same reasons noted above. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure- Winslow, Rodriguez, Hurley, Thornton and Christensen et al are cited to show other 
cores having drive connections.
